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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the D4/D1 ratio for the prior 
art cited, Kwon et al., would not meet applicant's limitation of 3.0 or less. Applicant used the distribution ratio provided by Kwon et al. to 
calculate a particle size disperse factor, D4/D1 . Examiner is not convinced that applicant's conversion of the distribution ratio is accurate. 
Applicant measures the height of the columns in the distribution ratio and makes the assumption that the height of the columns represents 
a volume. Furthermore, it is not clear what calculations are used to obtain the nD3, nD, n and nD4. Moreover, applicant states in 
paragraph 18 that the average in terms of Dv50 (i.e. a particle size giving a cumulative volume of 50%) is preferably 1-20 microns which is 
obviously met by the distribution ratio taught by Kwon et al. Therefore, since the distribution ratio taught by Kwon et al. meets the 
parameters for average particles size then it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention that the particles 
taught by Kwon et al. would meet the ratio claimed by applicant. 
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
